MANY PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS 


Twenty New Buildings Completed Or 
Under 
Construction— Remodeling 
On Large Scale 


With the summer building 
and 
improvement campaign in Rushvilh 
city reaching a peak 
this 
month, 
few people probably realize that 
a 
quarter of a million dollars is be­ 
ing expended along that line 
thi 
year. 
This may also he in keeping with 
the stride set in the city for 
the 
past 
two years, n> 
evidenced by 
the fact that the assessed 
valua­ 
tion of property in Rushville 
in­ 
creased almost a half million dol­ 
lars in the last two years. 
The improvements this 
season, 
which arc estimated at $250,000, in­ 
cludes public improvements, as well 
as domestic. Twenty new dwellings 
have been built this summer, or are 
under construction at the present 
time. More than a score of dwelling- 
have 
been 
extensively 
re m o d e l­ 
ed, and practically rebuilt. 
There have been several new busi­ 
ness houses, additions and improve­ 
ments also listed 
in the 
building 
program this season. 
Foremost 
among 
the 
improve­ 
ments completed this summer, is the 
$85,000 addition to the 
municipal 
water and light plant, the comple­ 
tion of the Dill Foundry, the expen­ 
diture of 
$25,000 
on 
the public 
school 
buildings, 
the 
paving 
of 
North 'Willow street, the paving of 
West [Elevenlli sfrroot, paving 
of 
three alleys in the business district, 
an $8,000 city well, two sewer con­ 
tract- that aggregate $10,000, and a 
dozen sidewalk, curb 
and 
gutter 
contracts in different portions 
of 
the city. 
Of the twenty bouses built this 
summer, 
or 
under 
construction 
now, the cost ranges from $1.700 up 
to $8,000, it is said. Tf the houses 
averaged $3,000, it would make I his 
improvement program total $00,000. 
Repairs and remodeling of dwellings 
will also reach a good sized amount.
